“YES” OR “NO?” 

Besides ballotting for city officers, our citizens are 
called upon, at this election, to say, byballot, whether 
they will consentto a plan which has been approved 
of by the present Common Council for supplying 
the city with water. 

The plan, in brief, is this: the estimated expense 
of the work is five millions of dollars, which eum it 
ia proposed to raise by loan, the intercst of the loan 
tobe paid by a charge for the water to those who 
wish to have it brought into their houses, the poor 
to be allowed to take it from the street free of ex. 
pense. It is proposed to borrow the money for 
twenty or twenty fivo years, but nothing is said 
about repaying it. 

Now it sppearsto us that every Domoerat, and 
more especially every one who is not the possessor 
of landed property, should say “*NO” to this prope. 
sition, for the following reasons: 

1. Itiscontrary to the principles of a representative 
government that any body of logislators «hould in. 
valve the people in a debt that is to eontinue fora 
longer period than the term for which they were 
elected; otherwise, voters coming of age during 
their term might be taxed without having any voice 
in the matter, and their right of suffrage would be a 
nonentity. 

2. Ifa loan were justifiable, the plan proposed 
by the Common Council, of making every citizen 
who might require the water in his house, pay for 
it is only a contrivance in addition to the many now 
in successful operation, to save property from taxa.

Thus it appears that the intention of the court 
was principally to enconrage the siudy and practice 
of music, and that this was continually enforced in 
their annual orders. ‘The end, however, which such 
a study sought to attain could not be that of sofien- 
ing the manners of mankind, or of fostering the 
feelings of humanity in the inhabitants of Tutbury 
and its neighborhood; for we find coeval with this 
court, and ina great manner forming ‘part and par.

Mr. John Adams, a respectabie inhabitant ofthis 
county, called upou usa few days ago, with a bullet 
that had been cut ont of a large sugar tree, on his 
farin, by Mr. Andrew Buchanas, while engaged io 
felling the tree. Mr. Adams is of opinion (and there

a battle wasamong other things mentioned to us by 
Mr. Wm. Floyd of this county, who, tn early times, 
was well known as a skjlful and intrepid lodian 
hunter in this section of the country. 

“It acems thata party of Virginians, finding that 
some Indians had been committing depredations on 
thi, side of this river, crossed over under Capt. Bus- 
kirk, aud although on the lookout for the enemy, 
were fired upon by them from an ambuscade on Mr. 
Adams’ land, situate on what was then called Indian 
Cross Creek, atthe mouth of what is stiad called Bat- 
tle Ground Run. The Virginia force consisted of 38

There are several interesting recollections associa- | 
ted with “* Buskirk’s battle, there referred to. It was | 
fought in August, 1733, and it was the last blvod | 
shed in battle between the Indians and the whites on 
the Ohio frontier of Virginia. The whites were ve- | 
teran Indian fighters. They were on the trail of the | 
Indians, well knowing they were near them; yet 
they marched into an ambuscade, and but for a most 
singular circumstance, they would have been mowed 
down like pigeons. The whites marched in Indian 
file, the captain, Buskirk at their head. The ambush 
quartered their flank, and they were unsuspicious | 
of it. The pian of the ambush was to permit the 
whites to advance in numbers along the live before 
firing upon them. , This was done, but instead of 
each Indian selecting a man, every gun was directed 
at the captain who was shot dead. Tho whites and | 
Indians, instantly treed, aud the battle lasted more 
than an hour. It was ascertained that some lodians 


| were killed and some wounded ; but they retreated 


and carried wit) them their killed and wounded. 
Except in the death of Buskirk the whites were jiltle 
injured, 

The falling into this ambuscade was so out of cha- 
racter with the wariness and caution of the Indian | 
hunters, that it was accounted for in a melancholy | 
incident of previous occurrence. In the summer of 
1732, one year before, two Indians crossed the Ohio, 
in the night, and landed under the narrows imomedi- | 
ately below the wow village of Wellsburg. The vil- 
lage then consisted of five or six cabins. Capt. Bus. 
kirk resided about two miles from the poiut where the | 
Indians landed, directly in the country, in a neigh. | 
borhood of several plantations. Iv the forenoon of 
the day Mrs Buskirk set out on horseback to visit a 
neighbor towards the river. In ashort time the 
horse came running furiously home, showing the ter- 


| ror which the dumestic animals of the day evineed at)

stood by Buskirk. The neighbors were alarmed, and 
as Mrs. Buskirk was not found on the road she had
